WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (UPI) 
—The West German government, 
in a major new move in re- 
building its once-mighty air 
force, has placed a $120,000,000 
order for American-made guided 
missiles, it was learned today. 

The Luftwaffe. which started 
out in World War II as the 
scourge of Europe and ended in 
ruins, is being rebuilt with mod- 
ern American aircraft and mis- 
siles and a new generation of 
German flyers. 

By the mid-1960s under present 
plans, it is scheduled to become 
numerically the largest air force 
in Europe although it will by no 
means have the striking power of 
the United States Air Forces in 
Europe. 

The Mace missile, descendant 
of the German World War Il 
V-1 pilotless bomber, will give 
the Luftwaffe a degree of stra- 
tegic striking power. 

Range of 1200 Miles. 

Made by the Martin Co, of 
Baltimore, Md., it is a jet-pro- 
pelled weapon with sweptback 
wings and is boosted from its 
launcher to flying speed by 
rocket power. Its range is 1200 
miles and its speed about 650 
miles an hour. It can fly at low 


levels with high probability of 


eluding radar defenses. 

The version bought by the 
Germans is the Mace B which 
has a_ self-contained guidance 
system relieving it of reliance 
on guidance from ground sta- 
tions. 

The Mace B warhead is under- 
stood to pack about-double the 
destructive force of the Thor 
intermediate range ballistic mis- 
sile developed by the United 
States Air Force and now de- 
ployed by the Royal Air Force 
at British bases. 

West Germany is one of sev- 
eral North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization countries with which 
America has agreements for fur- 
nishing certain weapons data. 
This was made possible under a 
1957 amendment to the Atomic 
Energy law. 

Warheads in U. S. Custody. 

Nuclear warheads must be. 
kept in American custody, in- 


formation, training and certain--— 


secret non-nuclear devices such 
as handling equipment and bomb 
check-out instruments, can be 
furnished under the agreement. 

The Mace was a major item 
authorized in the current Bonn 
defense budget. The budget also 
included some $600,000,000 for 
additional F-104 jet planes which 
fly more than twice the speed 
of sound. 

The Luftwaffe plans a jet force 
of 1000 planes. It has its first 
Nike-anti-aircraft missiles and

destruction. 

Jim Rockett, airport control 
officer, told the 12-man jury that 
the New York-bound plane ap- 
peared to take off normally early 
Friday after a stopover on a 
flight from Rome. 

“After about a mile, I esti- 
mated the plane’s height at 300 
feet,” Rockett said. “Then it 
took a sudden, sharp turn to the 


left, losing about 50 feet. I con- 


sidered that abnormal. 

“Immediately I advised the 
pilot that he was too low. There 
was no reply. And then the plane 
plunged and crashed.” 

Shannon experts estimated that 
the plane should have been at 
about 1000 feet altitude when 
Rockett saw it at 300 feet.

School, Being

A school building on which 
basic construction work was be- 
gun only last December is to 
get an addition even before it 
is finished. Work on expansion 
of. the original basic unit is to 
get under way immediately be- 
cause a bond issue was passed 
a few days ago by an eight to 
one majority to supply financing. 
The property is the new senior 
high school for the Parkway 
Consolidated School District. 

Total cost of the facility is to 
be in excess of $1,000,000. 

The contemporary styled struc- 
ture for 800 students was de- 
signed by Russell Mullgardt 
Schwarz Van Hoefen, Architects. 

C. W. Farnham, Parkway Dis- 
trict superintendent, stated, “The 
rapidly expanding population 
growth in the district area dic- 
tated the urgent need for our 
new facility, which will be ready 
for occupancy in September.”’ 

The school complex is on roll- 
ing terrain, with the main build- 
ing and entrance facing Woods 
Mill road to the east, A paved 
200-car parking area is being 
built. adjacent to the entrance, 
Three classroom wings are to 
extend to the west from the 
central structure; with each wing 
having north and south exposure. 
Two wings are to have 12 gen-

The central unit will provide 
administrative offices, teachers’ 
lounge, choral room, library, 
and a kitchen and cafeteria 
seating 350. The central unit is 
related to the classroom wings 
by an internal and open paved 
and landscaped court  sur- 
rounded by the elements of the 
plan. 

A gymnasium for athletic and 
auditorium use, seating more 
than 1200. persons, is to adjoin 
the main educational complex 
on the north. 

Basic design of the one-story 
development -on three levels of 
the terrain is a steel skeleton 
frame with modular brick ma- 
sonry: walls and continuous steel 
sash fenestration. The 30-foot- 
high gymnasium unit is to have 
trusses spanning 90 feet. The 
pitched trusses and their ar- 
rangement develop a roof de- 
sign having the appearance of 
a four-way gable. 

A continuous band of steel 
windows with varied size panels 
of glare reducing glass below 
the gymnasium roof will give 
the roof a floating character- 
istic. 

All steel. columns of the struc- 
ture are to be exposed on the 
exterior and will be painted in 
colors contrasting to the ma- 
sonry and window wall treat- 
ment, 

Crawford & Witte, consulting 
engineers, designed the heating 
and ventilating system for the 
structure. 

The building is to be heated 
by a central oil-fired boiler plant 
supplying hot water to perimeter 
radiation and air handling equip- 
ment through a primary-second- 
ary system of piping and pump 
control, 

Individual classrooms are to 
be heated by perimeter finned 
pipe radiation extending wall to 
wall with a source of tempered 
primary air introduced into the 
rooms for ventilation. 

The gym, cafeteria, choral 
room and library are to be 
heated and ventilated by air 
handling units providing variable 
amounts of outside air to take 
advantage of atmospheric cool- 
ing in mild weather. 

Central Heat Control. 

The entire heating and venti- 
lating system is to be under the 
control of a graphic control 
panel in the school office where 
the various areas are to be auto- 
matically switched from day to 
night thermostat settings by a 
master program clock. All air 
handing umts and exhaust fanc 
are also to be under the control 
of the program clock.

fails, the leaves and flowers 
grow smaller, and the whole 
branch eventually dies. After it 
expires, new shoots near the 
crown of the plant begin to 
grow. 

Can Be Cut Off. 

Old and very tired branches of 
deciduous shrubs can be cut off 
near the base, therefore, to stim- 
ulate the development of a new 
bud and a new branch with a 
more effective “plumbing sys- 
tem.” Thin or weak branches 
can be shortened, giving a go 
signal to a bud on the thicker 
part of the branch. These lower 
buds, which are closer to the 
source of supplies, will produce 
more vigorous growth. 

Authorities agree that spring- 
flowering shrubs, like forsythia, 
spirea and weigela, are best 


: pruned in late spring, just af- 


ter their flowering season. This 
will encourage the formation of 
new wood that will produce next 
spring’s bloom. 

It is much easier, of course, to 
see the architecture of a shrub 
and to untangle the cut branches 
when they are bare of leaves. 
At this time of year, too, the 
gardner often has more leisure 
time, so that it may be desirable 
to sacrifice a season’s bloom in 
order to get the shrubs into bet- 
ter shape. 4 

Although climbing roses are 
best pruned after their flowering 
season, it may be easier to work 
on neglected plants now, cutting 
off some of the oldest canes at 
the base. If plants are large, 
the remaining branches can be 
cut back by about one-third, 

Wait On Roses. 

Pruning of bush roses, like 
floribundas and hybrid teas, 
should wait until the plants are 
just about ready to start growth 
for the new season. If

Early spring, just before the 
new buds “break,” is a good 
time to trim and shape differ- 
ent kinds of yews. When yews 
are being grown rather inform- 
ally, the aim is to remove any 
shaggy or whiskery growth. 


It is always advisable, too, to 
see that all parts of the plant 
get enough light. This means 

t too-vigorous top branches 
should be shortened. Otherwise, 
the lower branches cannot get 
enough light to develop properly, 
and there may also be a “hole” 
in the middle of the plant. 


It is sometimes very difficult 
to restore the proper shape to a 
neglected, overgrown spreading 
yew. Instead of chopping off too 
much at once, it is best to spread 
the reshaping operation over a 
year or even longer. 

Like a spreading yew, the pop- 
ular pfitzer juniper is hand- 
somest when pruned and shaped 
each year, preferably in early 
spring. If they have been 
neglected, it may take two or 
three years to restore them to 
beauty. Hoary old veterans of- 
‘ten have such heavy branches 
that they cannot be reshaped ef- 
fectively. 

Erect junipers, such as the 
Canaerti juniper, can be 
trimmed or sheared at this 
season. Even the common red 
cedar can be improved if it is 
shaped and fed in early spring. 

Hedges need careful pruning if 
they are to have thick, dense 
growth, especially at the bot- 
tom. The tendency for any 
hedge plant—whether privet, 
hawthorn or yew—is to make 
heavy top growth which shades 
and discourages lower branches. 
As a result, some old hedges 
look like a row of sticks with 
plumes on top. 

The remedy is to shape the 
hedge so that it is narrower at 
the top than at the bottom.

Prominent Republicans Criticize 
U.S. Defense and Foreign Policies 


Lovett, Sprague, Baxter and Watson Give Views 
on American Effort to Meet Soviet Challenge — 
Inadequacy of President Eisenhower’s Leader- 
ship Implied in Senate Committee Testimony.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27. 


AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY and defense outlays, as directed by 
President Eisenhower, were subjected to expert public criticism this 
week by four prominent Republicans, of whom three have distinguished 
records of nonpartisan governmental service. 


This thunder on the right came from 
Robert A. Lovett, investment banker and 
Under Secretary of State and Secretary 
of Defense in the Truman Administration; 
Robert C. Sprague, Boston business man 
and co-chairman of the Gaither Commit- 
tee appointed by Mr. Eisenhower to make 
a confidential report on national security 
problems; James Phinney Baxter III, 
president of Williams College and a mem- 
ber of the Gaither Committee, and Thomas 
J. Watson Jr., president of the Interna- 
tional Business Machines Corp. 


Their testimony was given before the 
Senate government vperations subcommit- 
tee on national policy machinery, headed 
by liberal Democrat Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington, who, during his service in 
Congress since 1941—for 12 years as a 
Representative and as a Senator since 
1953—has learned how to plan a congres- 
sional committee to get the results he seeks. 
Jackson is a member of the Armed Serv- 
ices and the Joint Atomic Energy Com- 
mittees. He has the advantage of not 
being a presidential aspirant who might 
be using the inquiry for partisan and per- 
sonal benefit. 


AS A COINCIDENCE to Senate investiga- 
tion, there was the announcement of 
Thomas Lanphier, Jr., also a Republican, 
that he was resigning his $50,000 a year 
vice presidency of General Dynamics’ 
Convair Co., to crusade for a speed-up in 
American missile defenses. 


The broad questions being studied’ by 
Jackson’s five-man committee are: ‘First, 
is our government now properly organ- 
ized to meet successfully the Soviet-Sino 
threat and the over-all challenge of the cold 
war? Second, to the extent this is not so, 


what corrective steps should be taken?”

Jackson put the questions in these words: 

“How can a free society organize to 
out-think, out-plan and out-perform totali- 
tarianism—and achieve security in free- 
dom? 

“Put more specifically, our problem in- 
volves the National Security Council and 
the presidency; it cuts across the Depart- 
ments of State and Defense; it goes to the 
Bureau of the Budget and the Treasury. 
It is shaped everywhere by the ever-grow- 


ing impact of science and technology.” 


The witnesses this week, while not 
directly criticizing President Eisenhow- 
er, gave expert testimony for the need 
of the inquiry. By obvious implication, 
it was their personal opinion that Mr. 
Eisenhower is not giving the country 
the leadership they think the times re- 
quire; that billicns more should be spent 
on defense; that present global planning 
is inadequate; that responsibility and 
authority are diffused by governmental 
committees and that ways must be found 
to get and retain competent high level 
government officials. 


The reluctance of the witnesses to criti- 
cize Mr. Eisenhower directly was typified 
by Sprague’s reply when Republican Sena- 
tor Karl E. Mundt of South Dakota, rank- 
ing minority member, asked Sprague to 
elaborate his opening statement that “‘the 
nation faces a clear and imminent threat 
to its survival but we have not yet fully 
awakened to this unpleasant fact.” 

Sprague said only one man could effec- 
tively do something about this—“The Presi- 
dent; I don’t think there is anybody else.” 
Later he added: 

“I believe, and this is a personal belief, 
that the danger is more serious than the 
President has expressed, himself, to the 
American public. I don’t know whether he 
feels this or whether he doesn’t. But I 
don’t believe that the concern that I per- 
sonally feel has yet been expressed by 
the President to the American public.”

First, a budget ceiling is 
determined. This rests upon a judgment 
about national income, taxes and federal 
debt, and the most recent levels of govern- 
tent expenditures.

Sotegun, the chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston, remarked that 


“the federal debt alone is not sacrosanct.’ 

“There is no indication,” he went on, 
“that the economy would materially suffer 
if it had to bé increased further. I’m not 
recommending that it be increased but 
simply pointing out that a necessary in- 
crease should not be considered a block.” 


The witness added to the general criti- 
cism of “briefing,” a practice extended by 
the President and his highest administra- 
= advisers to obtain important informa- 

on. 


“Ex and unwisely used, the 
‘briefing’ practice can be a serious threat 
to the nation’s security,” he said. “Even 
the best ‘briefing’ is no substitute for 
homework. The man who does not have 
time to do his own reading of really 
basic studies and policy papers and re- 
flecting on them has not assigned proper 
priorities to the demands on his time. 


“‘We must search for ways to bring all 
information relevant to our problems of 
survival to the attention of these who make 
decisions. For a President or key officials 
to be uninformed or misinformed is usually 
far more dangerous than the risk of a pos- 
sible security leak.’ 


Sprague suggested two new groups for 
the present national security setup. One 
was for a “planning staff” for the Defense 
Secretary composed of annually selected 
graduates of the National War College, who 
would discard their individual identifica- 


tion with the three uniformed services. ~ 


Their promotion would be solely at the dis- 
cretion of the Defense Secretary and they 
would be available for assignment to high 
posts in unified commands. 

The other was for creation of a Con- 
gressional Joint National Security Commit- 
tee, comparable to the Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy. At present, he said, 
numerous Senate and House committees re- 
ceive bits and pieces of highly classified 
information about defense and foreign poli- 
cy, but the sheer volume is so great no one 
can digest it all. A fully informed and well 
staffed committee could re- 
ceive this information, he said, and a 
unanimous or nearly unanimous recom- 
mendation from this group would probably 
have great weight with the President, 
members of Congress and the public. 


LOVETT, the first witness before the 
subcommittee, was introduced by Chairman 
Jackson as ‘‘Mr. National Security,’’ be- 
cause of his service in the defense estab- 
lishment and the State Department from 
1940 through the end of the Truman Ad- 
ministration. He won the Navy Cross as a 
pilot in World War I and received the 
Distinguished Service Medal for his work 
in World War II. President Eisenhower has 
not utilized his recognized ability on any 
major program. 

Lovett’s thesis was that “we are doing 
something short of our best” when “our 
system of government and our way of life 
have come under direct and deadly chal- 
lenge by an implacable, crafty and, of late, 
openly contemptuous enemy of both.” 

Commenting on Khrushchev’s threats, he 
said: 

“If the public statement ‘we will bury 
you’ does not carry the message to us, then 
words have lost their meaning. Attempts 
to explain away this blunt warning of in- 
tention by calling it jovial, or saying it 
really does not mean a big military funeral 
but just a small economic one, is a form

of jocularity too close to the jugular to 
lighten my heart.” 


Lovett said the United States was con- 
fronted with this situation: 

“Whether we like it or not, we are in 
the early stages of a ruthless and lengthy 
period of competition between our sys- 
tem of free men governed by their own 
consent, in a society of reasonably free 
enterprise, and the Communist system 
with the so-called advantages derived by 
a dictatorship endowed with cold-blooded 
patience, continuity of determined effort 
and openly declared singleness of pur- 
pose directed toward world domination.” 


Although he said he wanted to make 
clear that none of his observations was 
intended to be critical of any individuals or 
of operational decisions, some of his com- 
ments, when applied to recent or current 
controversies were definitely applicable to 
the Eisenhower Administration. Two nota- 
ble examples relating.to individuals could 
be the world travels of the late John 
Foster Dulles as Secretary of State and the 
28-month tenure of Neil McElroy as Sec- 
retary of Defense. 


To relieve the Secretary of State from 
travels, Lovett suggested the appointment 
of a Secretary of Foreign Affairs, of Cabi- 
net rank but subordinate to the Secretary 
of State, who would represent the United 
States on international negotiations abroad. 


He said it made very little sense to him 
to have a Secretary of State “dashing 
about, all over the world, to an increasing 
variety of meetings or negotiations.” He 
added: 

“The ability to yank our Secretary out 
of his chair for some foreign ministers 
meeting, and keep him out of the country 
for days or weeks, is a rather neat way to 
throw a monkey wrench in our policy- 
making machinery and in our method of 
consulting the Congress.” 

The average turnover of Assistant Sec- 
retaries of Defense and the high level 
civilians in the service departments has 
been under two years. Testifying that con- 
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tinuity of planning and operation in the 
Defense Department is of vital concern, 
the investment banker said: 


“It takes a long time for an able man, 
without previous military service of some 
importance and experience in government, 
to catch up with his job in this increasingly 
complex department. At a guess, I would 
say he could pay good dividends to the gov- 


ernment in about two years. Meanwhile, of 
course, he is becoming a more valuable 
asset each day. To lose him before, or just 
as, he becomes productive is manifestly a 
serious waste of the effort that went into 


hie trating ” 


ANSWERING ONS, he said that 
if a man quit before two years, the Govern- 


ment was out of pocket and the department 
suffered because a lot of other people’s 
time had been used to keep him on the 
track. 


Lovett disagreed with President Eisen- 
hower’s views that the presidentially ap- 
pointed service officials had a historical 
right to make political speeches, He said 
“the only thing more dangerous than an 
external enemy is a group of home- 
grown military sycophants.” 


When the late Gen. George C. Marshall 
was Defense Secretary, Lovett said, Gen. 
Marshall felt very strongly that the service 
secretaries should not make political 
speeches. During the Truman Administra- 
tion, he continued, the national committees 
of both parties requested speeches from 
the civilian heads. The requests, he said, 
were referred to the White House and “‘we 
didn’t have any trouble.” 

Lovett also commented on “split papers’ 
by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, a division of 
opinion President Eisenhower is reported 
to refuse to accept. He said:

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United Nations May Yet 
Be Able to Keep Peace 
In Arab-Israel Dispute 


Secretary General Hammarskjold Has Hinted It 


Might Be Necessary to 


Go to Security Council 


With the Problem — In the Past He Has Found 
New Paths to Peace — This May Be a Test.

UNITED NATIONS, New York, Feb. 27. 
THE AUTHORITY that resides in the great cube of glass and steel 
thrust up beside the East River is as intangible as the hopes in men’s 
hearts. No missiles, no planes, no bombs, no tanks—yet again and again 
the authority of the United Nations has been used to keep the peace in a 
world torn by the fiercest dissensions. 


The newest threat to peace seems for 
the moment to defy that authority. Specif- 
ically, it is the peace-making powers of 
Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold 
that are under challenge; some of his 
persistent critics are ready to count him 
out. During his seven years as head of 
the permanent organization, Hammar- 
skjold has greatly enlarged the U.N.’s 
potentialities for keeping order in a time 
of disorder and revolution. 


GRANTED the new threat is a tough one 
—the old hostility of the United Arab Re- 
public and Israel in a seemingly insoluble 
form. Repeated border incidents and re- 
ports of extensive Egyptian mobilization 
have resulted in a complaint by Israel 
to the Security Council against ‘warlike 
threats.”” So cautious in public, so bold 
and resourceful in private, Hammarskjold 
in his last press conference said the sit- 
uation was “deteriorating.” 


While the big powers would currently 
like to ignore it—and this is one of the 
Secretary General’s problems—a new 
Middle East war could come out of the 
growing tension. That is no idle threat 
in a year of a summit conference and an 
American election. 


The Egyptians have refused to allow 
Israeli cargoes to pass through the Suez 
Canal.

For the Israelis, however, it is too vital

With the Arab boycott and the competi- 
tion in Europe, the ready markets are in 
Africa and Southeast Asia. That means 
continuing and uninterrupted passage 
through the canal for the long future. 

On their side, the Egyptians have been 
saying that when Israel lives up to the 
agreements of 1948-49 to repatriate the 
Arab refugees perhaps it will be time to 
say that Israeli ships may go ceceek 
the canal. These are the iron rigidities 
against which hopes of a settlement re- 
peatedly have been dashed. 


Hammarskjold intimated at this press 
conference that it might be necessary to go 
to the Security Council with the problem.

, London and Brussels Move With History in Africa

KENYA AND THE CONGO within the 
last week or 10 days have taken long 
strides toward self-government by the 
majority of the people who inhabit these 
African lands. 

It was all a part of the general push 
of events on the African continent—people 
beginning to make their own decisions 
about their own futures. In a measure the 
future of Africa was being determined in 
the very processes by which self-govern- 
ment was being achieved. 


FOR KENYA the road to freedom was 
spelled out, at least in part, in a confer- 
ence of African leaders and leaders of 
the white settlers, together with British 
colonial authorities; the 6 ge held 
in London, ended last Monday.

The demonstrations against President 
Eisenhower in Buenos Aires should be viewed 
in perspective and should not be allowed to 
cloud Mr. Eisenhower’s otherwise successful 
visit to Argentina. The anti-United States ac- 
tivities appear to have been confined to a 
group of about 500 persons representing a 
small Socialist splinter group. In addition, a 
few followers of former dictator Juan Peron 
set off some bombs, apparently in an effort 
to embarrass President Arturo Frondizi. 

Against these demonstrations should be 
placed the welcome the President received 
from enthusiastic crowds estimated at more 
than 750,000, larger than the crowds that 
greeted him in two Brazilian cities, Rio de 
Janeiro and Sao Paulo, Considering the so- 
cial and economic tensions in Argentina it 
would have been remarkable if a few dissi- 
dents had not seized the opportunity to gain 
some publicity. 

Argentina will hold congressional elections 
March 27, in which the principal issue will be 
the government’s economic stabilization pro- 
gram. Despite strenuous efforts to fight in- 
flation, prices rose more than 70 per cent last 
year. The rise has slowed down, but the situ- 
ation is far from stable. The main cause is 

' the federal budget deficit, which amounted to 
$250,000,000 last year. There has been a 
great deal of labor dissatisfaction with Argen- 
tina’s principal employer, the government, 
over wages. President Frondizi and President 
Fisenhower were expected to discuss this situ- 
ation in the light of possible United States 
economic aid during their weekend sojourn at 
the resort of Bariloche. Dr. Frondizi has been 
seeking outside investments to stimulate Ar- 
gentine industrial development. 


Brazil, Mr. Eisenhower’s first stop on his 
four-nation 11,000-mile Latin American tour, 
also is suffering from an inflation almost as 
serious as that in Argentina. Mr. Eisenhower 
was careful not to make any specific economic 
promises in Brazil, but he did reaffirm the 
desire of the United States to co-operate in 
Latin American development. It was made 
clear to him at Sao Paulo that Brazil feels it 
must have assistance from nations more fully 
developed. Mr. Eisenhower’s statement de- 
fending modern capitalism was worth making, 
since anti-capitalist sentiment in Latin Amer- 
ica frequently is based on Marxist-Leninist 
concepts no longer valid. 

In Chile Mr. Eisenhower will find a gov- 
ernment that has been fairly successful in 
combatting one of the worst inflationary situ- 
ations on the continent, but he will observe 
inflation again at work in Uruguay. All the 
countries the President is visiting are rela- 
tively well-off by Latin American standards, 
yet all are seeking economic aid in some form. 
The President’s good-will trip is evidence that 
the United States is reviewing its South Amer- 
ican policy and intends to give every consider- 
ation to South American problems. A few 
minor expressions of dissatisfaction should 
not be allowed to color this fact. 


A Rural Electric Victory 


The $25,800,000 loan which REA Admin- 
istrator Hamil announces he has granted to 
Southern Illinois Power Co-operative for a 
steam power generating plant and transmis- 
sion lines is great news for Southern Illinois. 
It means that the supply of low-cost power 
to 52,000 customers along nearly 6000 miles 
of rural line is assured—enough to meet their 
growing needs. It comes just at a time when 
the co-operatives are caught in a. squeeze 
play by their private power suppliers to make 
them sign a contract against their interests 
or pay a 60 per cent penalty in their rates. 

REA Administrator Hamil’s announcement 
to the National Rural Electric Co-operative 
Association, meeting here, was a surprise. 
Only last October the REA had been speaking 
of the Southern IIinois loan application in the 
same terms of indefinite run-around with 
which it had previously considered to death a 
similar application in Indiana. Does it mean 
a renewal of its original zeal by REA? 


We hope this is the case, though 1960 is a 
presidential election year and the Administra- 
tion has already shown a penchant for death- 
bed repentance by relaxing its “no new 
starts” policy in river development. We 


trust, too, that Illinois Power Co. and Central | 


Illinois Public Service Co., which had the co- 
operatives at their mercy and were taking 
full advantage of it, are filing the incident 
for future reference. They went too far in 
their opposition, and if the deal they were 
trying to impose on the co-ops had anything 
to do with REA’s decision to grant the loan, 
they have themselves to thank, 


Ivory-billed or Pileated? 


The interest of bird lovers has been excited 
by the report of Mrs. Hubert Rother, one of 
our letter writers, that a rare ivory-billed 
woodpecker was observed feeding on juniper 
berries in the yard of her home at House 
Springs Feb. 21. Since the Audubon Society 
reported in 1950 that this species appeared 
extinet except for a few examples in Louisiana 
and perhaps in Florida, the presence of an 
ivory-bill in Jefferson county would be 
quite an event. Especially since Earl H. Hath, 
president of the St. Louis chapter of the Au- 
dubon Society, says there has not been an au- 
thenticated report of an ivory-bill in this area 
for 60 years. Some doubting Thomases think 
the bird actually was a pileated woodpecker, 
which resembles the ivory-bill and is fairly 
common. But Mrs. Rother maintains she iden- 
tified the bird positively, and that it was not 
a pileated. Perhaps the bird will remain with 
us for a time so that other experts can catch 
a glimpse of it. 


Against the Connally Amendment 

Further suppert for the repeal of the Con- 
nally reservation limiting the adherence of 
the United States to the International Court 
of Justice comes from the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Bar Association. By 
a close but decisive vote; it rejected a resolu- 
tion favoring continuance of the reservation. 
This was offered by Frank Holman, a former 
president of the association. He also was a 
strong supporter of the Bricker amendment 
which would have severely limited the Ad- 
ministration’s treaty-making power, | 

The Connally amendment stemmed from a 


', somewhat similar philosophy. It reserves to 


the United States the right to say whether 
an issue is of an international nature and 
within the court’s jurisdiction, or whether 
it is domestic in nature and, so, beyond that 
jurisdiction. When jurisdiction is within the 
determination of a litigant rather than of the 


court itself, judicial powers obviously are 
seriously curtailed. The Connally amendment 
is all the worse because it opens the way for 
any other nation to reject jurisdiction, 
Secretary of State Herter properly is lead- 
ing an effort for the repeal of the amend- 
ment. The bar association has been against 
it since 1947. But had Holman succeeded in 
the effort to reverse this position, the repeal 
movement would have been weakened. His 
defeat mekes it more likely that the United 
States will accept full responsibility in the 
adjudication of international disputes. 


V acillation in the Air Force 


Air Force Secretary Sharp is not likely to 
win any medals for his handling of the con- 
troversy over the training manual that charged 
Communists had infiltrated some churches. In 
trying to satisfy critics who have come at him 
from two directions, he has satisfied nobody. 
And he has left many with the feeling that the 
Air Force is being wishy-washy because it 
has no convictions as to its policy, and very 
little understanding of what the criticism is 
all about. 

The Air Force tried to mollify the protest- 
ing National Council of Churches of Christ 
in the U.S.A. by disavowing the statements 
and withdrawing the manual, The fundamen- 
talist American Council of Christian Churches 
demanded to know why the manual had been 
withdrawn. Then the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities and its chairman, Rep- 
resentative Walter of Pennsylvania, got into 
the act, | 

The committee held a closed hearing, and 
the deduction to be made from subsequent 
reports by Representative Walter and Mr, 
Sharp is that Mr. Sharp tried to get the Com- 
munist-hunting Representative Walter off his 
neck without further embroiling himself with 
the National Council. This maneuver failed 
in part; the Rev. Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, 
chairman of the council’s Committee on In- 
terpretation, said “the effect of the Secre- 
tary’s careful wording is almost as bad as if 
he said the charges were true.” ° 

What Dr. Blake referred to was Mr. Sharp’s 
statement after he had been dismissed by 
Representative Walter. Mr. Walter told re- 
porters that “the Secretary said he had no rea- 
son to believe any of the statements in the 
manual were untrue.” Mr. Sharp later de 
nied he had said all the charges were true, 
leaving it to speculation whether he thought 
any were false. 

As a result of the furor, the manual appar- 
ently will be reissued without using names of 
churches or churchmen; and the author of 
the booklet, Homer H. Hyde, a civilian em- 
ploye at Lackland Air Force Base in Texas, 
may be reprimanded if it is found he did 
not follow instructions. Could any solution 
be more tepid than this? Someone should 
tell Mr. Sharp that what the public wants is 
a thorough review of the Air Force mechan- 
ism that made publication of this silly manual 
possible, and assurance that safeguards have 
been established to prevent its happening 
again. 


Helping Cultural Exchanges 


Senate ratification of the Florence Agree- 
ment of 1950 is another forward step in the 
easing of world tensions that should not be 
overlooked merely because it is small. The 
treaty provides that signatory nations (there 
are now 32, not including the Soviet Union 
and its satellites) will undertake to forégo 
customs duties on a large group of education- 
al, scientific and cultural materials. 

_Included are books and periodicals, maps, 
music scores, paintings, sculpture, scientific 
exhibits, films and sound recordings, materials 
for the blind, scientific instruments and cer- 
tain materials for public exhibition. There 
are specific restrictions on many of these 
items to prevent exchanges for purposes other 
than those intended, and a sort of “peril 
point” clause and other safeguards permitting 
reimposition of tariffs if domestic industries 
should be threatened. 

Although the United States participated in 
drafting the agreement, this country studied 
the proposal for 10 years before approving it. 
It is a worthwhile step and we hope it is 
successful, 


Muffed Opportunity 


The St. Louis School Board has deliberately 
passed up an opportunity to give a stimulus 
to the tax and bond campaigns. Meeting as 
a committee of the whole, the Board took 
several commendable but relatively minor 
steps toward creating public confidence in its 
determination to put the future welfare of the 
children ahead of spoilsmanship. And yet the 
one step that would have dramatized and 
given substance to that intent was carefully 
ignored. 

We refer to the election of Harold E. Des- 
sau to a four-year term as Building Commis- 
sioner. Mr. Dessau as “‘acting’’ commissioner 
has symbolized the hope of reform of that pa- 
tronage-ridden empire. If the Board fails to 
act on his election before the March 22 tax. 
election, it may be risking a defeat at the 
polls. Its next scheduled opportunity will be 
at the regular monthly meeting March 8, un- 
less the members decide to get together soon- 
er. Kk they care anything about putting over 
the tax and bond proposals, they ought to,

the Colonel thinks. But in the end every- 
body is the loser though the Colonel’s 
humiliation is. deferred beyond the action 
described in the story. 

Miss Boyle tells her story by suggestion 
and indirect reference. The irony of the 
situation lies not so much in the fact that 
the two American women have been cap- 
tured by German lovers. Actually it is the 
women who take the initiative and they do 
so, one may infer, because they have 
nothing in common with the Colonel's 
surly assumptions of superiority. Like the 


two Germans whose spirits were broken ' 


by the Nazis, they too feel disoriented in a 
world that has been shaped by force. 

Miss Boyle’s novel, then, is less an ac- 

count of how people behave in an occu- 
pied nation than a description of the hu- 
man dilemma in several of its universal 
aspects. Herr Jaeger, the defeated rebel 
against brutality, is like the tender- 
minded people everywhere. And so are 
Catherine and Millicent Roberts; and so 
is Seth Honerkamp. They live in constant 
peril. But though an American Colonel, or 
an Austrian corporal turned Chancellor, 
can destroy them, he destroys himself 
also before he is done. 
MISS BOYLE veils her narrative in 
the mist of allusion, as I have already 
said, but she holds her story firmly in 
place and counts on the discernment of 
the reader to detect its outlines. She does 
not ask too much; and with this kind of 
technique she can enrich the substance of 
her novel with glimpses of idealistic Ger- 
many represented by the tattered intel- 
lectuals who survive; with the bitter 
words of the Prussian aristocrat whose 
properties have been taken over; and 
with the shrewdly cautious behavior of 
the peasant farmers . 

No reader should expect a great emo- 
tional explosion in ‘Generation Without 
Farewell.” Nobody scores a great spirit- 
ual victory. Those who suffer greatly are 
often no more than pitiful. But there is a 
dark, sad poetry in this story. 


If there is a weakness in the book, it 
is in Alberta’s character, which is just 
this side of “‘too good to be true.” The 
portrait of her naivete unfortunately in- 
cludes sneezing when excited. It is also 
difficult to conceive how Alberta can 
remain ignorant of both men’s love for 
her. No doubt the pure nature is hardest 
to draw, for it is so regrettably alien 
to general experience. 

Some dissatisfaction, too, may result 
from a quick tidying up at the book’s 
conclusion. But the Joyces are full- 
blooded and enjoyable. They are stimu- 
lating people of memorable thoughts and 
bizarre deeds who are well worth know- 
ing. And Miss Howard's grace with 
language should not be missed.

WHEN THE WORLD IS TOO MUCH with us, we. 


sometimes find it necessary to take to the woods for a few 
weeks, but the hero of Calvino’s strange story goes us one 
better—he takes to the trees! And there he stays the rest of his 
life. Young Cosimo Piovasco’s reason for climbing the big oak 
on his father’s estate in northern Italy was to escape having to 
eat a dish of beheaded snails prepared by his sadistic sister 
Battista, but once up there he found he “could see the earth 
more clearly,” so he decided to stay. 

Not as a recluse, however, for though aloft he is not aloof. 
He plays Robinson Crusoe only long enough to provide for his 
daily needs. Soon he becomes a public benefactor by turning 
tree trimmer, fire watcher, military strategist and even pirate 
catcher, never once setting foot on the earth. 

By refusing to “‘come down to-earth,” he is divorcing himself, 
the author seems to be saying, from the petty and barren occu- 
pations of his family and neighbors. While Cosimo benefits 
society by his arboreal activities, his father, the baron thinks 
only and constantly about becoming a duke; his mother ‘“‘the 
Generalissa,” occupies herself fighting old campaigns on paper 
with flags and pins; and his uncle connives with foreign pirates. 
IN TONE AS WELL AS IN TECHNIQUE Calvino’s 
book is clearly a descendant of Voltaire’s “Candide.” Its 
headlong pace, and its good natured yet deadly serious observa- 
tions all echo the Frenchman’s though, of course, Calvino 
has not managed to match the brilliance of Voltaire’s sardonic 
sallies. Yet he is only 36, and his fresh and original depiction 
of silliness in the lives of ‘sane’ men and the sanity in the lives 
of some eccentrics is a real accomplishment,

Lucid Study of Modern Thought 


PHILOSOPHY AND THE MODERN WORLD, by Albert 
William Levi. (Indiana Univ, Press, 591 pgs., $7.50.)

TO THE MINDS OF MANY LAYMEN, technical 


philosophy is a hopeless introvert, poor in spirit, and given 
to belaboring hapless trivia in pedantic and lusterless poly- 
syllables, Henri Bergson’s admonition to his colleagues of 40 
years. ago: “Think as men of action; act as men of thought,” 
appears to have fallen on deaf ears, for the gap between 
thought and action grows wider, threatening to devour both 
sides in a final impatient yawn, 

It need not be so, however, and this book is ample proof, 
for its author is lucid in exposition, generous in spirit, and 
dedicated to ideas that count in the world at large. 

Albert William Levi is Professor of Philosophy at Washington 
University here in St. Louis, and ‘‘Philosophy and the Modern 
World,”’ his fourth book, is an ex cathedra performance, taking 
the reader deep into the meaning of 16 carefully chosen modern 
thinkers. Yet his allegiance to the academic discipline does 
not preclude this warning against its current trend: “(Philoso- 
phy) has almost lost the capacity for being dangerous. And 
perhaps when it is possible for philosophers . . . to engage 


in speculation without risk, then over philosophy has fallen the | 


shadow of its own extinction.” 


SHUNNING ‘‘COMFORTABLE’’ THINKERS, 
Professor Levi chooses for scrutiny such outsiders as Lenin, 
Freud, Planck and Veblen, together with selected academicians 
including Bergson, Dewey, Russell, Whitehead and Sartre. The 
random appearance of this sampling is dispelled as the author 
deftly traces lines of kinship, giving the book its form. 

Each thinker studied here has altered the course of modern 
affairs, whether by head-on collision (Lenin’s way) or by 
tangential nudgings (Dewey, for example). This impact is 
attributed by Professor Levi to the fact that each man spoke 
directly to one or both of two basic dilemmas, which together 
constitute the crisis in contemporary life. 

The first of the two, developed under the chapter title 
“Multiplicity and Division,” is the fragmentation of society 
and of human personality. In the personal realm it appears in 
the loss of the sense of concrete, cohesive purposefulness, and 
the dissolution of self into the many roles required by highly 
civilized living. Socially, fragmentation results from the loss 
of an authoritative tradition, power now being divided among 
a host of political, scientific and philosophical sects which 
appear fated to fight on endlessly and inconclusively. 

The second deep disturbance is the conflict between the 
rational and irrational elements in man and nature. Eighteenth 
Century rational enlightenment was engulfed by turgid waters 
in the Nineteenth; and we of the Twentieth Century, unable 
to choose between the external authority of fact and the 
internal authority of feeling, are buffeted about in the limbo 
between. This conflict is strikingly highlighted by the author 
with excerpts drawn widely from literature, and it is used even 
to clarify modern painting, where it sets Piet Mondrian, for 
example, against DeKooning. 


THROUGHOUT THE BOOK a remarkable synthetic 


intelligence is at work, drawing together widely scattered — 


strands of thought, The chapter on Spengler and Toynbee, 
for instance, begins with neither man, but with Nietzsche. 
Then, in a few pages we consider the tool of analogy as used 
by poets, the fate of Oedipus, and the faith of Augustine. On 
arriving at Spengler we find that we have been outfitted with 
principles by which not only can we plumb “The Decline of

Considered as an 
exercise in urban esthetics or as an adver- 
tisement for soap or whisky, the results 
have been highly successful. However, 
from the human point of view, the sky- 
scraper piazza does not recreate the 
active space of the Italian prototype; it 
is not the magnet which attracts people 
din great numbers. 

We can admire the abstract beauty 
and applaud the piazza on Park avenue; 
New York can afford such luxuries. But 
here in St. Louis it seems provincial for 
us to imitate; wiser and more civilized 
for us to take a second look at the poten- 
tially active space already existing in the 
Old Post Office’s exuberant Victorfan 
structure bounded by Eighth, Olive, Ninth 
and Locust streets. 


DURING THE FIRST PART 
of our century it was popular and quite 
understandable for critics to reject Vic- 
torian architecture in toto, just as every 
age rejects its immediate past. But -by 
1960 we should have learned that the 
twentieth century has no reason to patron- 
ize the nineteenth. Why be queasy about 
the positive values of the Victorians? 
Without being the devil’s advocate we can 
plead that the Old Palais kind of building 
has sex, architecturally speaking, in a 
way that makes slick contemporary 
buildings appear embarrassingly neuter. 
H. R. Hitchcock has pointed out that in 
the age influenced by Berlioz and Wagner, 
one must, to understand architecture, be 
ready to accept the piling up of large 
visual orchestras and choruses. 

The Old Post Office is the most distin- 
guished example of its period-style and 
construction in St. Louis, and ranking high 
in the country. Of all the Post Office 
Buildings of its vintage (1869-74) built in 
Boston, Philadelphia, New York, Chicago 
and Cincinnati, the St. Louis design was 
by far the best. The others are now 
gone; only Washington’s State War and 
Navy Building is extant.

“In contrast, the professional artists 
have discipline and constant dedication. 
I have never known a painter worth his 
salt who was not a person of great ardor, 
who did not do an enormous amount of 
work and spend a great deal of time in 
introspection about his work. Discipline is 
the background of the creative artists, it 
seems to me. But in this amateurish age, 
we see a lack of discipline everywhere, 
as if it were immoral. For the amateur, 
of course, discipline is just a _ stray 
thought.” 

Either to defend or to attack amateurs, 
Sidney Geist said, would be “‘a dull pur- 
suit, and my answer to the question where 
amateurs could lead us would be—no- 
where.” 

“I was introduced here as a profes- 
sional,” Geist said, “I wish to cast off 
that appellation. I’m not a professional. 
At this moment in history, that word has 
lost its meaning, unless you’re a com- 
mercial muralist or a well-paid portrait 
painter, or one of the more deadly kinds 
of commercial artist. 
“OUR EXISTENCE has meaning 
only in that we are not professionals. I 
think the whole idea of the professional 
artists died with the post-impressionists. 
Was Van Gogh a professional artist? This 
has come about all over the world through 
a process that affects not only the arts but 
every other realm of life, and that is to 
say a democratization of all levels of ac- 
tivity. And in the same sense that we are

The plan 
of the Old Post Office reflects that of the 
foursquare palazzo designed around a 
cortile, first developed in Renaissance 
Italy and later transplanted to France 
with changes in scale and rooflines. 


IF ST. LOUISANS with the will 
to progress could turn their attention 
from New York. imitations toward the 
positive qualities already here, they would 
find in the Old Post Office an expression 
of permanence, stability, and the kind of 
spatial elegance no longer feasible in this 
age of forced obsolescence. With the ex- 
ercise of practical sense and imagination 
the building already on the site could be- 
come the strategic central district ter- 
minal for mass transportation since it 
was designed to connect directly with the 
42 by 20 foot tunnel under Eighth street. 
Linked to the tunnel by escalators, the 
39,000 square feet of space on the ground 
floor could become a very active con- 
course with appropriate concessions and 
displays arranged in kiosks, as at Lam- 
bert Terminal. The 26-foot ceiling height 
gives grand scale and the forest of slen- 
der columns could be used to anchor the 
kiosks, 


Although we can assume. that the in- 
terior would be modernized with new 
lighting, air conditioning, escalators, etc., 
the whole building should retain the at- 
mosphere of old St. Louis and romantic 
reminders of its nineteenth century past. 
Among renters on floors above the first 
should be the best restaurant (possibly 
French) and the best bar (possibly Ger- 
man). There should be throughout a qual- 
ity of good cheer which would infect ac- 
tivities on every floor. As little space as 
possible should be assigned to offices. 
There should be no museums as such, 
but establishments renting space would 
be encouraged to feature displays and 
authentic decor relating to riverboat days 
and to the great West; St. Louis was a 
terminus for one and gateway to the 
other. 


By raising the skylight of the central 
court from the second floor to the roof 
level, this great interior space could be 
opened up on two sides to the corridors, 
thus unifying all floors. 


ON THE OUTSIDE, an expert 
should study a possible relocation nearer 
ground level for the distinguished sculp- 
tured group by Daniel Chester French.

Classical Records

JOAN SUTHERLAND, a young Australian soprano 
who is likely to become a star of international reputation, 
has made a recording of several operatic excerpts with the 
Paris Conservatoire Orchestra conducted by Nello Santi. Miss 
Sutherland is a true soprano leggiero which means that she 
can sing lyric roles with warmth, purity of tone and flexibility. 
She can also cope with decorative coloratura passages ag she 
ably demonstrates in the ‘Mad Scene” from Donizetti’s “Lucia 
di Lammermoor.” 

This record also contains “Ancor non giunse” and “Regnava 
nel silenzio,” also from “Lucia,” “Surta a la notte” from 
Verdi’s “Ernani,” “Merce, diletti amiche” from Verdi's “Sicil- 
ian Vespers” and “Ah tardai troppo” from “Linda di 
nix” by Donizetti. 

Miss Sutherland’s voice seems as eas as the 
warbling of a bird and she takes an F above high C without 
squeezing. Aside from its agility the coloring of her voice 
shows that she is deeply engaged with the music and the 
character she is impersonating. (London, Stereophonic, one 
record.) 

GEORG SOLTI has conducted the Vienna Philharmonic 
Orchestra in recordings of all the Beethoven symphonies. The 
“Eroica,” one of three now released in both stereophonic 
and monaural versions, is characterized by a driving force 
of great intensity; yet this is a well rounded performance 
full of polished detail. The “Marche Funebre,” which can 
easily become a dirge for the conductor and a sleeping powder 
for the audience, has the same kind of vitality and momentum 
as the fast movements. In short, this is a thoroughly studied, 
thoroughly prepared treatment of a great masterpiece but 
one in which the conductor’s emotional force has free play 
at the time of performance. The reproduction has a satisfying 
depth and richness. (London, Stereophonic, one record.) 
MOZART’S SERENADES for Wind Instruments (Num- 
bers 11 and 12) are played with an agreeable mellowness by 
the Everest Woodwind Octet conducted by Newell Jenkins. 
Number 11 may be regarded as an occasional piece but No. 12, 
which was later transcribed as the C Minor String Quintet, 
is a mature and profound work. The canonical treatment 
of the minuet shows what a great master can do with @ 
technical device. Its involutions are a challenge to the listener; 
but even those who make no effort to track the theme and 
its inversions should find this movement delightful. The octet 
is composed of two oboes, two clarinets, two bassoons and 
two horns. The timbres of the instruments are faithfully re- 
produced. (Everest, Stereophonic, one record.) 


JOSEPH SZIGETI’S recording of the Brahms Violin 
Concerto, with the London Symphony Orchestra under Herbert 
Menges, jis a struggle between a faulty sound and a mature 
interpretation. The result is a stand-off which means that 
many listeners will be disturbed by Szigeti’s wiry tone and 
frequent lapses from pitch. On the other hand the molding 
of the phrases and the sweep of line are such as to bring 
out with eloquence the deep sentiment of the music. The 
London Symphony plays the work in the same spirit. In many 
places where the violin figurations are wholly subordinate the 
orchestra takes over and maintains the flow of the melodie 
line. This should be routine treatment; but ft fis surprising 
how often the violin stays in the foreground when it is just 
marking time, and deflects the listener’s attention from the 
orchestra. (Mercury, Monaural, one record.) 


ARTUR RUBINSTEIN continues his anniversary tribute 
to Chopin with recordings of the Scherzos. His brilliance is 
quite as telling in these performances as his romantic breadth 
of phrase and his beauty of tone. The fast passages move 
with fluidity and Rubinstein brings a natural talent for the 
dramatic to the building of strong climaxes and in playing 
off moments of action against moments of repose. This is 
Rubinstein’s second recording of the Scherzos and if there is 
any cifference in quality between the two it is favorable to 
the present version. The sound reproduction, of course, affects 
one’s judgment. The high fidelity record played on stereo 
equipment gives one the presence and natural sound of the 
piano which was missing in the earlier records.

Record 


In Long 
Skate Race 


SQUAW VALLEY, Feb. 27 
(UPI)—Knut Johannesen, a Nor- 
wegian carpenter, and Kalevi 
Hamalainen, a Finnish forester, 
won gold medals in the winter 
Olympic games today before the 
big event of the day—the United 
States-Russia hockey game. 


Johannesen, 26, won the 10,000- 
meter (nearly 7 miles) men’s 
speed skating race in the world 
record time of 15 minutes, 46.6 
seconds. 


Hamalainen, 27, won the gruel- 
ing 50-kilometer (31 miles) cross- 
country ski championship over 
the treacherous course at nearby 
McKinney Creek. He won it from 
a countryman, favored Veikko 


|Hakulinen, who trailed by only 


about 100 yards. The winning 
time was 2 hours, 59 minutes 
and 6 seconds of dare-devil ski- 
ing. 

Johannesen, who was among 
the early skaters, when condi- 
tions were perfect, was so sure 


‘he had won that he went back 


to the Olympic village, where 
all the athletes are housed, ‘‘for 
a nap,” while the contest con- 
tinued for another four hours. 


Behind Johannesen came Vik- 
tor Kosichkin, who also broke 16 
minutes—skating the distance in 
15: 49.2. 


The order of other finishers 
were Kjell Backman of Sweden, 
third; Ivar Nilsson, Sweden, 
fourth; Terence Monaghan, Great 
Britain, fifth; and Torstein. Sei- 
ersten of Norway, sixth. 


The best United States skater 
was Ross Zucco of Hollydale, 
Calif., who finished, tenth in 
16: 37.6—a new United States rec- 
ord, 


Zucco’s time bettered the old 
mark of 17:26, set by Floyd Bed- 
bury, St. Paul, Minn. Arnold 
Uhrlass, Yonkers, N.Y., also bet- 
tered the U.S. mark in the time 
of 16: 49.3. 


During the nearly five hours 
of skating against the clock, the 
world record was broken five 
times, eight skaters exceeded the 
Olympic record and 10 national 
records were set.

Louis Inquiry

CLEVELAND, Feb. 27. 


THE OFFICE MANAGER of an Ohio department store 
thought he had a foolproof system for robbing his employer. 

In a period of 18 months, he quietly pocketed $72,000, and 
covered every penny with an intricate series of bookkeeping 
entries and a maze of sales slips that, defied detection. 

The company’s auditors discovered that a lot of expensive 
merchandise and substantial chunks of cash were missing, but 
the books seemed to balance perfectly. 

They checked and rechecked. The results were always the 
same: Everything was properly accounted for in the records— 
but something was radically wrong. 


An investigator suggested that 
a Cleveland firm with the de- 
ceptively innocuous name of Re- 
search Associates, Inc., be con- 
sulted. 


Two weeks later, the larcenous 
office manager was confronted 
with a detailed account of how 
he betrayed his employer’s trust 
—and how he spent the stolen 
money on expensive sports cars, 
women companions and high 
living. 

When the man pleaded guilty 
of embezzlement, the prosecutor 
expressed amazement at his in- 
tricate system of altering sales 
slips, charge accounts and other 
store records to hide lis thefts. 


“The system was so good,” 
the embezzler boasted, “‘that I 
was sure nobody but the FBI 
could ever crack it...” 


The 16 men who are “‘Research 
Associates, Inc.” accepted this 
as a sincere compliment for all 
of them are former agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
or the Army’s Counter-Intelli- 
gence Corps. ’ 

Plans for the unusual business 
were conceived while the three 
principal owners were engaged 
in hush-hush investigations for 
Uncle Sam. 

Wendell Sweet, a . 48-year-old 
six footer, was one of the FBI's 
World War Il anti-spy special- 
ists. He participated in the two- 
year surveillance of'a German 
minister sent to New Jersey by 
the Nazis to arrange hideouts 
and communication contacts for 
saboteurs. When a group of Ger- 
man spies landed by submarines 
were rounded up, one was found 
to have a silk handkerchief con- 
taining a message in invisible 
ink addressed to the minister.

Some Surprises in 
Oscar Nominations — 


THE ACADEMY AWARD NOMINATIONS announced last 
week went pretty much according to schedule in the major 
categories, although there were a few surprises. 

The five nominees for best picture, “Anatomy of a Murder,” 
“Ben-Hur,"* “The Diary of Anne Frank,” “The Nun's Story” 
and “Room at the Top,” didn’t require a crystal ball to forecast. 
In fact, I predicted exactly these five in a column Jan. 10. 

It’s a little early to predict the results of the balloting by 
all 2332 Academy members, to be announced in a nation-wide 
TV program April 4, but I think “Ben-Hur” would be a safe 
guess as Oscar winner. And with 11 other nominations, it has 
@ strong chance to cop a lot of other Oscars. In a situation 
like this, the members usually are inclined to vote a straight 
ticket for the favorite. 


" The nominations for best actor—Laurence Harvey in 
“Room at the Top,” Chariton Heston in “Ben-Hur,” Paul 
Muni in “The Last Angry Man,” James Stewart in 
“Anatomy of a Murder,” and Jack Lemmon in “Some 
Like It Hot”—were according to form, except the last. 
Lemmon, mostly disguised as a woman musician, gave 
a funny comedy performance. But Tony Curtis gave one 
equally amusing as his partner. For the fifth nominee, 
I would have preferred either Joseph Schildkraut in “The 
Diary of Anne Frank,” Fredric March in “Middle of the 
Night” or Bradford Dillman in “Compulsion.”

>» FOR BEST ACTRESS, four—Audrey Hepburn in “The Nun's 
Story,” Katharine Hepburn and Elizabeth Taylor. in “Suddenly, 
Last Summer,” and: Simofie Signoret in “Room ‘at the Top’”— 
were according to Hoyle. Again a nomination for a comedy 
performance, that of Doris Day in ‘Pillow Talk,” came,as a 
surprise. Doris was her usual bright, chipper self in ‘Pillow 
Talk,” but the screenplay was the real star. For comedy, I 
think Shirley MacLaine surpassed her in “Ask Any Girl.” Per- 
sonally, I would have picked Kim Novak in “Middle of the) Night” 
for the fifth spot. 

Because comedy portrayals are usually taken less seriously 
by the Academy voters as compared to the work of the scenery- 
chewers, I think there ought to be awards for best comedy per- 
formances, whether lead or in support, to take care of that end, 
and hereby sow the seed at the grass roots for such a change. 

I imagine the Oscar race in the best actress category will be 
between Miss Taylor and Audrey Hepburn, with the former a slight 
favorite.

An Unhappy Lot

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP). 


SOMETHING SERIOUS seems to be happening to the men 
whose job is to make the nation laugh. Off-camera, they're 
not doing much smiling. A lot of them, in fact, are unhappy, 


if not hopping mad. 


STEVE ALLEN 


For instance: Jack 
Paar stormed off his late 
show recently. Bob Hope 
has complained bitterly 
about his bosses. Jack 
Benny burned loudly at his 
network’s new rules about 
announcing the injection 
of canned laughter into 
sound tracks, Red Skelton 
and Danny Thomas are 
reported to be unhappy 
about the same thing. 
Steve Allen wants a lighter 
schedule next year. 

What's the matter? 
Why the revolt of the 
comedians? Three of them 
—Allen, Benny and Jackie 
Gleason—have some an- 
swers, One - thing they 
agree on is that the Jack 
Paar explosion is not typi- 


cal of the average come- 


dian’s beef. “‘He’s a very emotional fellow,” is their analysis, 
“and he feels the pressure of doing a show four times a 


week.”’ 


Allen says that television is a ‘battlefield for comedians.” 

“It has increased enormously the pace and evolution of 
the comedian,” he says. “Today he will run through in three 
“or four seasons material which once could have kept him 
going at least 25 years. And it is a medium, too, which lets 
the public fall violently in love with a performer. Then it 
cools off just as quickly, and it starts resenting the very ones 


it most adored.” 


GLEASON, who is happily sitting out this turbulent 
television season with an occasional special, thinks the come- 
dians with the regular shows are edgy because of the 


res. 
“Tt’s 


the tension of finding suitable material,” he says. 


“With a weekly or bi-weekly show you're faced with finding 
good material—or lowering your standards. I think it is 
“impossible to do a weekly show with. quality.” 


, Four shows a year, Gleason insists, are just about the, 


limit for the star comedian who wants to feel satisfied with 


his work. 


Jack Benny insists that ‘‘comedy is treacheront” and 
points out that in all other areas of show business the 
star is removed—in the audience’s mind—from his material. 
“But in comedy, nobody ever says that the show was rotten 
but the performer very good. However, I think that most 


comedians work under great tension. 


I’m lucky, because I 


enjoy working on a show, and rehearsals are fun.” 
Benny is resentful of the network’s attitude on canned 


laughter. ‘I was very angfy for a day or so,” 


he said; “‘but 


I got over it. I still think telling the audience that you've 
inserted laughter is a bad idea.” 

What everybody needs is a nice long TV vacation in 
which to rest up and heal up—with re-runs, repeat shows

most unusual antique clocks will tick out a ro- 
mantic message. 

With a whir of wheels and a click of gears, this 
clock will announce that the time to propose has come. 
It will flip its dial to show the arrival of Monday, Feb- 
ruary 29—the bonus day that comes but once ever, 
four years, in Leap Years—and thereby signal to al! 
eligible girls that they may grab the nearest bachelor 
and pop the question. 

Plenty of clocks tell you the day and the month as 
well as the second, minute, and hour—but only a 
precious few are smart enough to figuée out when it’s 
Leap Year. This particular timepiece was made dur 
ing a Leap Year, 1876, and the horologists who 
created it, Seth Thomas and Co., may well have been 
feeling sentimental. They fixed this clock so that ever) 
four years it proclaims February 29, which isn’t easv, 
particularly for a clock. 

Many of us have trouble even remembering which 
months have 30 days, but Seth Thomas built in re- 
minders for his clock: 31 teeth of uneven size so deli- 
cately constructed that they correctly announce short 
months, long months—and Leap Year Februarys. 


Working on the Railroad 


By all rights, this clock should have started in life 
as the proudest possession of some lovely, sighing 
maiden. But its first job was as a railroad station clock 
at Upper Marlboro, Md., where commuters treated 
February 29 as just another day to go to the office. 

Forty-odd years ago, when passenger rail service was 
discontinued in southern Maryland, the clock went 
mto storage. By the time an antique dealer brought it 
back into public view, it was as heartbroken as a clock 
can be. It wouldn't tick, it wouldn’t tock—and it paid 
no attention to Leap Year or any other year. 

Scientist Luc Secretan bought it cheap for that 
reason. Secretan, a Swiss-born clock enthusiast who 
works on tiny instruments for Navy satellites, gave the 
antique dealer $5—for the privilege of putting the 
clock back in working order. : 

On February 28, 1956, he wound it up, set it— 
and waited. Exactly at midnight, the clock responded 
with a click—and showed February 29. 

Secretan expects the clock to perform its Leap Year 
duty without missing a gear right up to the year 2100. 
In that year, it will make its first mistake—but not 
through any fault of its own. Seems that every 100 
years (except for those years like 2000, which can be 
divided by 400) we skip Leap Year to keep the calen- 
dar exact to the last fraction of a second—and even 
this most unusual clock can’t change the calendar.

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ARE WE BECOMING 
A NATION OF GIANTS? 


by LLOYD SHEARER parade west coast correspondent 


EAR BY YEAR, Americans are growing taller. 
.On the average our sons and daughters are or 
will be at least 1 inch taller than we are. 

By the year 2000, it’s likely that one of every three 
American men will measure at least 5-feet 10, one of 
every three American women at least 5 feét 6. 

If present height trends continue for the next 100 
years, we Americans, like the giant Africans, may well 
zoom into a nation of six-plus footers. 

Here are a few statistics to ponder: 

e In 1900 less than 4 per cent of American men 
measured 6 feet. | 

© Today, in the 20-29 age-group, one of every five 
is 6 feet tall. 

@ In 1900 less than 4 per cent of American women 
measured 5 feet 7. : 

© Today, in the-20-29 age-bracket, more than 18 
per cent are 5 feet 7. 

Today, American girls grow most rapidly at 1142 
and reach 95 per cent of their full height at age 1412. 
They grow less than 1 inch after that age. Boys in this 
country grow most rapidly at age 13.8 and reach al- 
most their full height at age 16%. 


Meet Miss America 


In 1921 the first winner of the Miss America beauty 
contest was 5 feet 1. Since then nearly all Miss Amer- 
ica winners have been taller than 5 feet 4. In 1945 
Bess Myerson, 5 feet 10, won the national title. In 
1952 Colleen Hutchins, another five-foot-tenner, cap- 
tured top honors. 

At this moment in 1960, the national height averages 
are scanned at 5 feet 4 for women, 5 feet 8 for men. 
But this estimate may be on the short side. 

Many tall parents are being outstripped by their 
children. Ray Milland, 6-foot-1 star of TV show Mark- 
ham, looks up to his 6-foot-7 son, Daniel (see cover). 

Years ago, a basketball player who reached 6 feet 4 
was considered a giant. Today he’s average. Bob Cousy 
of the Beston Celtics is 6 feet 1 and regarded as one 
of the shortest men in professional basketball. In foot- 
ball, baseball, and tennis it’s the same story. 

Walk into any high-school playground. You'll find 
14-year-olds ranging all the way from 5 feet 2 to 5 
feet 10. Back in 1877 a: group of 14-year-old school- 
boys was measured in Boston. They averaged 4 feet 
71% in height, 87 pounds in weight. Today's 14-year- 
old averages 6 inches more in height, 31 pounds more 
in weight. 

This change in national stature is causing big 


that schools are being forced to equip themselves with 
wider desks and shop benches and with higher shelves, 
sinks, and toilets to accommodate children whose aver- 
age dimensions are larger than those of their parents 
and grandparents. 

At Cornell, the University of California, and dozens 
of other colleges, new dormitories are equipped with 
beds 7 feet long. : 

The purchasing agent for a large hotel-chain con- 
firms that he is now ordering 80-inch and king-size 
beds instead of the old standard 74-inch bed. Bath 
towels used to measure 24 inches by 44 inches. Now 
they're 26 inches by 52 inches. 

“Our customers are growing all the time,” the hotel 
executive declares, “and our facilities have to grow 
with them. The day of the 6-foot sofa is over. We're 
switching to 8-, 10-, even 12-foot sofas. Only in restau- 
rants and night clubs are chairs being replaced in the 
old sizes. That’s because the investment in restaurants 


is so high that the owners try to squeeze in as many 
people as possible.” 

Homes are tailored for bigness, too. Architects re- 
port that many homeowners demand higher doorways, 
elevated sinks, longer bathtubs. 

A noted women’s department store estimates that 
at least 10 per cent of America’s women now fall into 
the tall-girl category: 5 feet 8 to 6 feet 3. 

A store executive says, “Most of our customers are 
between the ages of 15 and 40, and they just seem to 
come taller and taller. I myself have waited on girls 
as tall as 6 feet 5. Most of the really tall girls, above 
6 feet 2; seem to come from the West. They are fourth- 
or fifth-generation Americans. Our shoe sizes for tall 
girls begin at size 9 and go to 13. Our dresses, all extra 
length, start at size 10, go to size 22.” 

Thirty years ago, according to the International In- 
stitute of Clothing Designers, the average suit sold to 
the average American male was a size 38. Today the

Why are we growing taller? What's 
behind it? Is the end anywhere in sight, 
or do we just continue growing until 
we get so-large that we can no longer 
find food for our bodies and disappear 
like dinosaurs from the face of the 
earth? 

The consensus of scientific conjec- 
ture is that our increase in stature has 
been brought about by: 

1) Better nutrition; 2) improved en- 
vironmental health conditions; 3) bet- 
ter control of childhood diseases; 4) 
the working of evolutionary forces that 
somehow stimulate growth. 

Professor Carl Seltzer of Harvard 
says that Americans began to grow 
taller as far back as 1800. During the 
Revolutionary War the average Amer- 
ican soldier measured 5 feet 4 in 
height. Six years ago the average soldier 
in our Army stood 5 feet 842. “I am 
inclined to believe,” says Dr. Seltzer, 
“that in addition to such obvious factors 
as improved diet, hygiene, and medical 
care, there has been some sort of evo-

lutionary spurt that has accelerated 


Dr. Earnest Hooton of Harvard, a 
noted anthropologist who died in 1954, 
suggested that possibly there was some 
factor, as yet undetermined, in modern 
life that stimulated the pituitary gland, 
which controls the body’s growth. Just 
what that factor is, however, no one 
seems to know for sure. 


What Can Be Done? 


Can anything be done to regulate 
height? A few height-control experi- 
ments have been carried out with 
limited success. Growth hormone, iso- 
lated just a few years ago, is available 
in small quantities for a few studies. 

Ideally, doctors would like to be 
able, by using hormones, to stimulate 
growth in short children and to slow 
the rate of growth in those who appear 
to be sprouting too tall. These efforts 
are still experimental. 

The best thing we can do about our 
height, as Dr. Hooton recommended 
several years ago, is “to accept it.” @& 


The long and the short of it 


EvEN THOUGH Americans are growing 
taller, we will always have short, me- 
dium, and rangy people. — 

Is it better to be short or tall? There 
are two sides to the question. Here are 
some advantages of being tall: 


1. Tall people may be smarter. Stud- 
ies show gifted children run tall for 
their ages. 

2. Tallness earns respect. & 

3. Height sometimes can mean a job. 


In certain situations, though, tall- 
ness works against you. For example: 


1. Clothes may just hang.

Made by Cypress Gardens, Fia., 
engineers, winch also pulls skiers for normal routines. 
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CCUPATIONAL ACCIDENTS—in a factory, office, or at 
home in the kitchen—cause more than 13,000 deaths 
and 2 million injuries every year. 

Will this toll climb even higher as industry, now plunging 
into the Space Age, becomes ever more complex? While man 
is the world’s most adaptable creature, can he keep pace with 
the products of his own ingenuity? Can he overcome those age- 
old faults of carelessness, taking chances, and cutting corners 
that seem so deeply rooted in human nature? 

President Eisenhower has called 3,000 business, labor, and 
civic leaders to Washington, D.C., Tuesday for a three-day de- 
bate on these- questions. As part of. the marking of Job Safety 
Week, which starts today, delegates to the President’s Confer- 
ence on Occupational Safety will tackle one of the greatest 
challenges of the soaring 60s: How to keep smneticons safe 
while they are at work. 

While they will discuss better: buildings and oe ae , 
ment, safety must depend in the end on the human factor. In 
cooperation with the President’s Conference, PARADE has pre- 
pared 10 simple safety rules, which may save your life, sight, 
or health: 

1. Stay alert and stay alive—the more wide-awake a worker 
is the less likely he is to get hurt. If you don’t understand how 
to operate a tool or perform a task, ask. Don’t just guess and 
~ muddle through. Make sure you know in advance the correct, 
safe way to do it. 

2. Wear the right clothes—work clothes should fit snugly. 
Anything that can catch in machinery or trip you up is taboo. 
Women workers with long hair should always wear some form 
of hair net that will keep it out of harm’s way. Where protec- 
tive clothing or equipment is provided, use it. 7 

3. Use the right tools —if you need a hammer, get a hammer. 
It may be handier to use a pair of pliers, wrench, or screw- 
driver—or even your fist. But you will have only yourself to 
blame if you break your fingers. 

4. Learn how to lift—lifting takes more than muscle; it is 
an art. Don’t try to show how strong you are; you may end 
in a hospital. Get help to handle anything that is too heavy or 
cumbersome for you. 

5. Don’t be a prankster— practical jokes and horseplay can 
be dangerous around machinery. If you feel the urge to frolic, 
resist it until after work. 

6. Be tidy—good housekeéping reduces hazards in the fac- 
tory or home. Always put away tools when they are not in use. 
Keep floors swept, pick up scraps, wipe up spilled liquids. A 
slip or a trip can be fatal. 

7. Reporting is important —never fail to report all accidents, 
defective equipment, and unsafe conditions. Keeping a machine 
going with baling wire might seem ingenious at the time. But 
it might cost somebody’s life. 

8. Get first aid at once if you're hurt—even if it is just a 
scratch. Have an injury treated. Neglect may lead to serious 
infection, weeks of lost time, even permanent injury. 

9. Back your safety program—if you have an idea you be- 
lieve will reduce accidents, tell your boss about it. Set an ex- 
ample by obeying all safety rules. Cooperate with the safety 
committee where you work. 

10. Never take a chance—next to sheer carelessness, the 
short cut is probably the biggest killer of all. To save a minute 
or two, you may lose a lifetime. Whatever you are doing, if you

How would you like to spend the winter 
adrift in the Arctic on an iceberg? I can 
tell you what it’s like. For I just got off the 
Cube, a shimmering, 200-foot-thick mass 
of ice 10 miles long by 4% miles wide, 
which floats ponderously in the dark, tur- 
bulent waters of the Arctic. 

Officially it is known as T-3 (Radar 
Target 3), am Air Force outpost in the 
frozen no man’s land between the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union. For a total of 15 
months, covering three periods of duty, 
I lived on the Cube with a handful of 


adventurers. I was assigned as a geologist 
to probe Arctic weather, currents, sea bot- 


tom, and ice structure. Since I helped to - 


plot the Cube’s drift (the current carries 
it around a 1,000-mile circle every 10 
vears ), | was known too as the “navigator.” 

People ask me what it’s like to float 
around on the ice remote from civilization. 
What kind of strains and frictions develop 
among men huddled together for months 
in cold and darkness? 

Life on an iceberg takes a special breed 


_ of man. He must be easy-going, willing 


to work, flexible, self-assured. Above all, 
he must be resourceful and quick-think- 
ing, for life om the ice has its perils. 
The cold, of course, is one: in midwinter 
in the Cube’s present location, it may be 
50 or more below zero. Sudden Arctic 
storms sting the whole outpost with their 
knife-edged gusts. 

More dangerous are the four-footed 
perils: polar bears. These big brutes, each 
about 1,000 pounds of white fur and cold

fury, clambered out of the icy sea to scav- 
enge around our camp. The polar bear is 
undisputed king of the Arctic and he 
brooks no interference from man or ani- 
mal.-In the past year, we have shot nine— 
all but one in self-defense. 

It would be folly to wander around 
camp without a rifle or .45, and practical 
jokes about polar bears are strictly taboo. 
Creeping up behind someone in the dark- 
ness and growling would invite a bullet. 
For when a bear is about, you shoot first 
and ask questions afterward. 

Not long ago, a campmate and I were 
chased twice in two days by the same bear. 
We had made our way to a little hut some 
distance from the main camp. As we 
rounded the hut, we almost walked into 
the bear's great white mittens. I must have 
leaped 6 feet in the air and hit the ground 
running. We both dashed into the hut to 
safety. 

The next day at the hut, he came after 
us again and started clawing at the flimsy 
wall. We scrambled to the roof, and my 
friend blasted the bear with his rifle. We 
gave the skin to the commanding officer. 
There isn’t much demand for polar bear 
rugs. Whoever wants one has to skin the 
beast —a cold, messy job. 


The Far North Frontier 


With such close shaves frequent, why 
do men go back again and again—as I 
have—to the Cube? For many reasons: 
One is a love of adventure and frontier life. 
For scientists, there is the opportunity to 
do field work and get away from shuffling 
papers. For Air Force men, six months’ 
duty on the Cube is counted as triple time 


in Alaska and is often followed by an as- 
signment of their choosing. 

Fifteen Air Force men and six to 10 
civilian scientists, living snugly together 
in 13 trailers, make up our community. 
Inevitably, there is a certain amount of 
strain and strife. But there never has been 
a fight among the members of the group. 
Only one man ever was sent home—and 
not for psychiatric reasons. He had re- 
ceived a “Dear John” letter from his wife. 


Why We Love Winter 


If you want to know what kinds of men 
should not live on an iceberg, I can tell you 
bluntly: the boaster, slacker, whiner, and 
martinet. When these types rub nerves 
raw, we invoke the silent treatment. The 
Arctic days and nights are too long and 
lonely for a man to invite more solitude. 

You might imagine that we dread the 
winter most, with its darkness, below-zero 
temperatures, and wind howling around 
the trailers. But it is summer that presents 
the most problems. When the weather 
warms, the ice begins to drop, and we wade 
around in slush. The airstrip is too soft 
for planes, to land, and parachuted sup- 
plies must be dragged laboriously into 
camp. We are always glad when the first 
breath of winter starts to harden the ice. 

Will I go back to that lonely iceberg 
again? You bet, if I get the chance. Once 
a man’s eyes have been filled with the 
breathtaking beauty of the Arctic, it re- 
mains in his heart forever. I have often 
wondered if the Cube—yes, even with the 
polar bears included— may not have many 
advantages over the trials, triumphs, = 
tears of civilization.
